Biglerville, claimed first 
honors for butterfat production dur­ 
ing the m onth of December among 
the 162 cow's under test in the Ad­ 
ams county cow testing association 
during th at period. 
The cow- gave 
62.7 pounds of butterfat. 
Second place on the list is held by 
a registered Holstein owned by H ar­ 
ry* E. Brown, Fairfield, which gave 
59.9 pounds of butterfat. 
Figures on the milk and butter­ 
fat production records of the ani­ 
mals in the 13 herds tested were 
announced today by Lee A. McCaus- 
lin, tester for Hie association. Asso­ 
ciation records showed only two 
animals to be unprofitable. 
In butterfat yield 19 cows topped 
the 40-pound m ark with seven of 
them exceeding 50 pounds for the 
month. 
The Vines animal was the 
only cow’ w'ith a record of over 60 
pounds of butterfat. 
A total of 25 
cows gave a half ton or more of 
milk in the 31 days w-hile 14 of that 
num ber gave 1,200 pounds or more.

The fire at the j 
borough garage and storage house, I 
Race Horse alley, July 23, caused 
damage estimated at about $500. : 
O ther alarm s responded to in the ; 
town resulted either in very slight 
or practically no damage. 
During the m onth of September 
the local company did not receive 
a single call for its services.

fire at the borough garage in July 
w’as the first that had occurred 
since early June. 
32 Borough Calls in Y'ear

much talk about buying and paying for things that really have no price, 
and that are not for sale, but just to be given away? 
Whatever we do each day that puts just a little more light into the 
world, and blots out the memory of sorrow or disappointment, contributes 
to this sufficient beauty, for which we pray, by which we strive, and 
through which we may keep our hearts warm, greeting all human beings, 
as well as all the creation of nature, as our friends.

T e l l s C o n g r e s s 
Amendment Not 
Necessary. 


Washington, Jan. 7 <AP)— S h a k ­ 
ing to tho seventy-fifth congress but 
obviously aiming his words at the 
supreme court, President Roosevelt 
Wednesday 
demanded 
a “liberal” 
interpretation cf the constitution as 
opposed to a “narrow” one. 
With the rebel yells of his demo­ 
cratic hosts resounding in the pack­ 
ed house chamber, 
the 
President 
who had been 
overwhelmingly re­ 
elected since the supreme court 
struck down his NRA 
and 
other 
laws, spoke this pointed sentence: 
“The process of 
our democracy 
must not be imperilled by the de­ 
nial of essential powers of free gov­ 
ernment.” 
No Need to Amend It__ 
There is no vital need to amend 
the constitution, he argued, but 
there is need of a “enlightened 
view” of it. 
He appealed 
to 
the 
courts to permit 
“legitimately im­ 
plied” powers of government to be 
made “effective instruments for the 
common good.” 
The justices of the high court, 
who are soon to rule on constitu­ 
tionality of other 
New Deal acts, 
did not hear his words. They were 
in their private dining room eating 
lunch at the time, and because of 
their traditional silence there was 
no way of telling how they felt.
